FORT HITS RIVERS 


SCHOOL BL CLAIM 


Fayetteville, Ga. August 31.— 
Charges that E. D. Rivers, candidate 
for governor, is laying claim to credit 
for legislation during his service as 
representative which really belongs to 
other members of the legislature were 
matie here today by T. Hicks Fort, 
of Columbus, one of Governor Hard- 
man's campaign managers. Mr. Fort 
spoke a audience in the 
Fayette county courthouse. 

“Mr. Rivers has been going about 
the state claiming to have introduced 
and fought for the school equalization 
bill,” said Mr. Fort. “I have here be- 
fore me the house journal, which 
shows that the school equalization bill 
was introduced by Representatives Cul- 
pepper of Fayette and Langford of 
Toombs. Their names also are the 
only ones attached to the bill when it 
came up for final passage, when it 
passed with only three votes against 
it. The only place in which Mr. Riv- 
ers’ name appears is when he signed 
the favorable report of the committee 
as its secretarv—itself an unusual 
procedure, as the chairman usually 
signs such reports. 

Corroborates Charge. 

“There is nothing to indicate that 
Mr. Rivers had anything to do with 
that bill, except as one of the 104 
members who yoted for it, and as sec- 
retary of the committee which passed 
that and other bills.” 

Mr. Fort called upon Representa- 
tive Culpepper, who was in the au- 
dience, to verify his statements, which 
Mr. Culpeppe’ did, saying that the 
bill was drafted by Fort E. Land, 
then commissiouer of education. 

Speaking on the support of the 
Rivers candidacy by the state high- 
way d@artment, Mr. Fort said: 

“No one who has followed Mr. 
Rivers’ legislative career and his per- 
sistent fight to keep in office the pres- 
ent chairman of the highway depart- 
ment will doubt that in case Mr. 
Rivers is elected governor he will re- 
appoint the present chairman 
continue in power the existing high- 
way machine. I would venture an ab- 
solute prediction to that effect. But 
I do not bebieve the voters of Georgia. 
familiar with the absolute failure of 
the highway organization to give this 
state good roads, will give Mr. Rivers 
the chance to carry out his plans.”

authorities at Kalgan. 

A claim made by the Chinese his- 
torical preservation commission that 
collection includes rare ancient 
relies is without foundation, Andrews | 
declared, 

Reports of Pekin newspapers were 
to the effect that the seizures already 
have taken place at Kalgan. “The 
eases contain nothing but fossils with- 
out commercial yalue.”” Andrews said | 
today. “They would not bring 4 
dollar on the open market. Howev- 
er, I am not worried as it is a Unit- 
ed States government proposition and 
is in the hands of legatlon authori- 
ties.” 

Andrews said the arrangements for 
the expedition were made with late 
Marshal Chang-Tso-Lin, and contend- 
ed that the nationalist authorities 
have no right to repudiate the con- 
cession.

The Dawes plan for getting repara- 
tions from Germany, launched in 


1924, really starts in earnest today. 
The first four years have been years 
of experiment in which Germany ‘has 
been allowed gradually to increase the 
annual amount paid to the allies. 

Beginning today, Germany will be 
expected to pay the full $600,000,000 
un .year for an. indefiniate number of 
yenrs. Can she do it? This is the 
question uppermost in the minds of 
international students of finance. 

Treaty Provisions. 

The provisions of the peace treaty 
required Germany to make a payment 
of approximately $5,000,000,000 with- 
in less than two years failed. hen 
the London conference of 1921 fixed 
Germany’s subsequent burden of re- 
parations at $31.000,000,000. But it 
is one thing to fix an amount a na- 
tion is to pay, and another thing to 
receive the amount demanded.
